Dear Editor: 

I think the biggest issue facing 
the Town of Wilmington is devel- 
opment. 

Let me state for the record, I 
never said I was against develop- 
ment, but for orderly development. 

‘That goes as far back as 1984 
when appointed to the Wilmington 
Planning Board, and elected in 
1987asamember of the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen. 

However, over the past few 
years it hasn’t been so orderly. 

Last year at the Board of Se- 
lectmen meeting, the States Man- 
agement Team of Planning said 
that in 10 years the town of 
Wilmington would be completely 
development.” * wi 

In addition to that meeting; the 
town is looking to spend millions of 
dollars in purchasing water from 
the MWRA. This all came about a 
year ago when the superintendent 
and the town consultant came to 
this conclusion: That the town 
needs more water. This is attribut- 
able to the fact that the town has 
shut down some wells due to high 
amounts of ammonia and contin- 
ued growth. 

Let me say at the present time 
the water is good and safe. It is 
presently being monitored daily. I 
have total faith in the town's water 


superintendent. 

According to the town figures 
there are 1,200 buildable house lots 
in Wilmington and if we imple- 
ment the town’s master plan at 
this April's town meeting, it will 
make what land we have left more 
easily developed. There arezoning 
changes in its plan to allow for 
duplexes, condos, and other easily 
developed industrial properties. 

Given this fact, it was just a 
couple of years ago we asked the 
voters of this town for a Prop 2/12 
override for a new middle school 
and public safety building. There 
is no question both buildings were 
desperately needed. However, if 
weeontinue with this rate of growth 
of thé tgwn, before we pay off the 


‘debt of the new middle school, 


we'll have-to consider building a 
new school to accommodate the 
rise in population. This would be 
another cost to the taxpayers. 

1 would not support another 
override knowing that we should 
control growth now. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that the town someday will be fully 
developed, However I believe we 
need to “take back our commu- 
nity” and implement a town wide 
moratorium on no “new construc- 
tion,” for a period of five years, so 
that it will give us a chance to 
catch up with growth.

The inability to read is viewed 
as a real social stigma. 
English speakers of other lan- 
guages have an excusable and 
socially-acceptable alibi - that 
English is not their primary 
language. There is far more 
help available for these folks 
than for the Adult Basic 
Reader. Diagnostic tests are 
available, but they are expen- 
sive and tend not to be covered 
by insurance policies. 

Why can’t these people read? 
Childhood illnesses, family dys- 
function due to substance 
abuse, relocating from-place-to- 
place, and learning disorders 
such as dyslexia have quite a 
profound effect on their ability 
to learn. The effects of these 
and other neurological disor- 
ders are further magnified by 
families who are in denial 
about the existence of the prob- 
lem, refusing to admit to them- 
selves, much less to the rest of 
the world, that something is not 
quite right with their child. 

A large part of the difficulty 
also lies within the failure of

school systems to admit the 
extent of the problem. Rather 
than look into the possibility 
that these students may be 
experiencing communication 
disorders which need to be 
addressed, educational admin- 
istrators tend to hand these stu- 
dents off to vocational schools.

Literacy is 
the power to decide what kind 
of people we will be, what kinds 
of lives we will lead, and under 
what circumstances we will 
live. Our dignity as human 
beings demands that we be able 
to do what necessity demands. 
We must be able to feed our 
children and clothe our fami- 
lies. Literacy is absolutely fun- 
damental to human happiness 
in the broadest sense: it is the 
power to follow the interests of 
our minds and the inclinations 
of our hearts. But fully-real- 
ized freedom also demands that 
we be able to go where inclina- 
tion whispers. True literacy 
answers this need. Happiness is 
ultimately where literacy leads 
us.”

“The Lynnfield Police 
force has seen a lot of 
changes over the years, and 
Sgt. Madden has been there 
to see many of them during 
his 41 years on the force,” 
notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.”

Dukakis 
inspires

Amtrak and still believes 
passionately that the public’s 
business is everybody's busi- 
ness, 

“Unfortunately, you get a 
warped sense of what politics 
and public service is all 
about, said Dukakis, adding 
that the country has just 
gone through several ‘diffi- 
cult, tragic weeks’ as a result 
of the terrorist attacks. ‘It’s 
a reminder we have some- 
thing very special in this 
country but it isn’t very spe- 
cial if good people don’t get 
deeply and actively involved’ 

“With School Committee 
members Trish Colella and 
Jerry Venezia in the audi- 
ence, Dukakis praised citi- 
zens who serve their commu- 
nities on school boards and 
other offices. He cited 
Venezia specifically as ‘a ter- 
rific public servant for me 
when I was governor and a 
career law enforcement pro- 
fessional.’ 

“You have teachers who 
serve by teaching; they’re 
public servants also. You 
yourselves will be voting 
soon’ and will become part 
of the process, he said. 

“There’s no mystery to 
this, there’s no kind of spe- 
cial ticket to public service 
and politics. It’s the most 
open process in the world.’ 
He cited his own experience 
as ‘a kid from Brookline’ and 
the descendent of Greek 
immigrants who was elected 
governor of Massachusetts 
for 12 years and ran for 
President of the United 
States...”
